Education Message Congress on February 20. The first part described a 
Sent to Congress proposed program of grants totalling $2.3 billion over 


three years to build elementary and secondary school 
classrooms and improve teachers' salaries. The text of the second and third parts, 
dealing with higher education, follows. 


II. CONSTRUCTION OF COLLEGE AND UNIVERSITY FACILITIES. 


Our colleges and universities represent our ultimate educational resource. In 
these institutions are produced the leaders and other trained persons whom we need to 
carry forward to our highly developed civilization. If the colleges and universities 
fail to do their job, there is no substitute to fulfill their responsibility. The 
threat of opposing military and ideological forces in the world lends urgency to their 
task. But that task would exist in any case. 

The burden of increased enrollments - imposed upon our elementary and secondary 
schools already in the 50s - will fall heavily upon our colleges and universities during 
the 60s. By the autumn of 1966, an estimated 1 million more students will be in attend- 
ance at institutions of higher learning than enrolled last fall--for a total more than 
twice as high as the total college enrollment of 1950. Our colleges, already hard- 
pressed to meet rising enrollments since 1950 during a period of rising costs, will be 
in critical straits merely to provide the necessary facilities, much less the cost of 
quality education. 

The country as a whole is already spending nearly $1 billion a year on academic 
and residential facilities for higher education--some 20 per cent of the total spent for 
higher education. Even with increased contributions from State, local and private sources, 
a gap of $2.9 billion between aggregate needs and expenditures is anticipated by 1965, 
and a gap of $5.2 billion by 1970. 

The national interest requires an educational system on the college level sufficiently 
financed and equipped to provide every student with adequate physical facilities to meet 
his instructional, research, and residential needs. 

I therefore, recommend legislation which will: 

1. Extend the current college housing loan program with a five year $250-million-a- 
year program designed to meet the Federal Government's appropriate share of residential 
housing for students and faculty. As a start, additional lending authority is necessary 
to speed action during fiscal 1961 on approval loan applications already at hand. 

2. Establish a new, though similar, long-term, low-interest-rate loan program for 
academic facilities, authorizing $300 million in loans each year for five years to assist 
in the construction of classrooms, laboratories, libraries, and related structures-- 
sufficient to enable public and private higher institutions to accommodate the expanding 
enrollments they anticipate over the next five years; and also to assist in the renovation, 
rehabilitiation and modernization of such facilities. 


III. ASSISTANCE TO COLLEGE AND UNIVERSITY STUDENTS 


This Nation, a century or so ago, established as a basic objective the provision of 
a good elementary and secondary school education to every child, regardless of means. In 
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we must set a higher goal. We must assureourselves that every talented young person 
who has the ability to pursue a program of higher education will be able to do so if 
he chooses, regardless of his financial means. 

Today private and public scholarship and loan programs established by numerous 
States, private sources, and the student loan program under the National Defense 
Education Act are making substantial contributions to the financial needs of many 
who attend our colleges. But they still fall short of doing the job that must be 
done. An estimate one-third of our brightest high school graduates are unable to 
go on to college principally for financial reasons. 

While I shall subsequently ask the Congress to amend and expand the student 
loan and other provisions of the National Defense Education Act, it is clear that 
even with this program many talented but needy students are unable to assure further 
indebtedness in order to continue their education. 

I, therefore, recommend the establishment of a five-year program with an initial 
authorization of $26,250,000 of State - administered scholarships for talented and 
needy young people which will supplement but not supplant those programs of financial 
assistance to students which are now in operation 

Funds would be allocated to the States during the first year for a total of 
25,000 scholarships averaging $700 each, 37,500 scholarships the second year and 
50,000 for each succeeding year thereafter. These scholarships, which would range 
according to need up to a maximum stipend of $1,000, would be open to all young 
persons, without regard to sex, race, creed, or color, solely on the basis of their 
ability--as determined on a competitive basis--and their financial need. They would 
be permitted to attend the college of their choice and free to select their own 
program of study. 

Inasmuch as tuition and fees do not normally cover the institution's actual ex- 
penses in educating the student, additional allowances to the college or university 
attended should accompany each scholarship to enable these institutions to accept 
the additional students without charging an undue increase in fees or suffering an 
undue financial loss. 
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Assistant Secretary President Kennedy has nominated Philip H. Coombs, 

to Oversee Education secretary of the Fund for the Advancement of Education 

in State Department (Ford Foundation) to be Assistant Secretary of State 
for Educational and Cultural Affairs. Mr. Coombs 

will succeed Robert H. Thayer who has been serving as Special Assistant to the 

Secretary of State. 

In 1956, J. L. Morrill, then president of the University of Minnesota, recom- 
mended to the Secretary of State that coordination of the international educational 
programs of the Department of State with those of the International Cooperation 
Administration (ICA) could best be achieved through a single person with the rank 
of Assistant Secretary of State. The American Council's Commission on Education 
and International Affairs approved the Morrill recommendation and on several 
occasions expressed support of legislation introduced to put the recommendation 
into effect. 

In the interim, Mr. Robert H. Thayer was designated Special Assistant to the 
Secretary of State and authorized to coordinate State and ICA educational operations. 
Some degree of coordination was achieved by this means, especially in terms of 
country requests for overseas educational programs. Mr. Thayer also proceeded in 
1960 to reorganize the International Educational Exchange Service of the Department 
of State into the Bureau of Educational and Cultural Affairs. In an effort to in- 
prove relations between the federal government and the academic community Mr. 

Thayer enlisted the help of private organizations, including the American Council on

Amendments Asked Written requests have been sent by the Council to 
to Urban Renewal Senator John Sparkman and Representative Albert Rains, 
Provisions of Act chairmen respectively of the Senate and House Sub- 


committees on Housing of the Banking and Currency 
Committees, that four amendments be made to Section 112 of Title I of the Housing 
Act. These amendments were proposed last year by the Council's Special Committee 
on Urban Renewal. 

Three are simply technical and clarifying in nature. The fourth, which is of 
considerable importance, was explained last May to the Senate Subcommittee by Julian 
Levi, assistant to the chancellor of the University of Chicago. A slightly modified 
version of his testimony follows. 


The present administrative procedures of the Urban Renewal Administration re- 
lating to Section 112 provide that if new construction or rehabilitation is 
initiated by the educational institution in respect of any real property acquired 
within, adjacent to or in the immediate vicinity of an urban renewal project be- 
fore the urban renewal plan or the development plan receives all necessary approvals, 
the expenditures made by such educational institution for acquisition, demolition 
and tenant relocation in respect of such property will not be allowed as a loca 
grant-in-aid. 

In discussing the proposal for the new Section 112 during your consideration 
of the 1959 housing bill, the representatives of the colleges and universities 
urged that such legislation as might be enacted should not penalize those institu- 
tions which have acted most vigilantly to meet their needs and the need for 
eliminating slum and blighted areas around campus areas. We felt that the legis- 
lative provisions finally recommended by the Committee on Banking and Currency, 
and which subsequently were enacted as Section 112, clearly sought to avoide so 
doing. To exclude expenditures made by colleges and universities because new 
construction or rehabilitation is initiated prior to plan approval (even though, 
when the plan is eventually approved by the Urban Renewal Administration, it pro- 
vides that such land is to be devoted to educational uses) clearly penalizes many 
educational institutions which have been in the forefront of the fight to improve 
surrounding urban neighborhoods, and is not believed to be consistent with the 
intent of the Congress. 

Our proposed amendment would eliminate this inequity by making clear the 
intent of the Congress that otherwise eligible expenditures would not be dis- 
qualified so long as under the plan, when finally approved or found satisfactory 

by the Urban Renewal Administration, such land and structures are to be devoted 
to educational uses and the acquisition, relocation and demolition expenditures 
were made within 5 years from the date of the authorization for the loan or 
capital grant project. 


All four amendments proposed by the Special Committee on Urban Renewal were 
included in housing bills approved by the Banking and Currency Committees of both 
Houses. The Senate bill was passed, but the House bill was blocked by the Rules 
Committee. There is no indication that opposition to these amendments has de- 
veloped from any quarter; hence favorable action by both committees is again 
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anticipated, and there is every indication that housing legislation will be passed 
by both Houses and signed by the President.

JCET Is Now JCEB; At its meeting on February 2, the members of the 
Functions Changed Joint Council on Educational Television agreed to 

change the name of the organization to the Joint 
Council on Educational Broadcasting, in order to reflect the Council's broadened interesm™ 
in the educational use of both radio and television.

The chairman of tne JCEB, Lawrence E. Dennis, vice-president of Pennsylvania 
State University, announced that David C. Stewart, who has been associated with the 
JCET for the past six years, has been appointed secretary of the new organization. The 
Joint Council on Educational Broadcasting will retain the Washington law firm of Kriegerg® 
and Jorgensen. . 

Stewart and Cyril M. Braum (formerly engineering consultant to the JCET) have 
joined the staff of a newly established Washington office of the National Educational 
Television and Radio Center as director and engineering consultant respectively. 

In announcing the Council's actions, Chairman Dennis pointed out that the con- 
stituent organizations had approved in principle the primary role of the Council, 
which is to maintain leadership in the formation and enunciation of important educa- 
tional policy decisions having a bearing upon educational radio and television broad- 
casting. "In discharging these responsibilities," Mr. Dennis stated, "the present 
organization will build upon the extensive experience of its predecessor organization, 
the Joint Council on Educational Television, and will continue to provide the chief 
forum for discussion and policy formation on national issues affecting all aspects of 
educational broadcasting."

RE: REGULATIONS GOVERNING THE SENDING OUT OF QUESTIONNAIRES BY 
THE MEMBERS OF THE UNIVERSITY STAFF AND BY STUDENTS. 


To the Members of the University: 


Repeated complaints are coming to this office from officers of 
educational systems and institutions, and business organizations, based 
upon questionnaires received from members of the University staff or 
students. In many cases staff members have requested students to send 
out questionnaires which have reacted unfavorably to the University. 


In order that this situation may be avoided, it is requested that, 
hereafter, all questionnaires, whatever their nature or their destination - 
to organizations, industries, governmental agencies, or educational 
institutions - sent out by staff members or students, be presented to this 
office for proper approval and authorization. 


Whenever any such questionnaire is presented, it should be accompanied 
by a detailed statement as to the importance of the data being sought. 


Your cooperation in this matter will be appreciated.
